Frequently Asted Questions for Department of Defense 
Security and Policy Reviews 


Wbat is a security and policy review (pre-publication review)? 

A security and policy review, or pre-publicarion review, is the process by which information 
proposed for public release is examined to ensure compliance with established national and DoD 
policies, and to determine that it contains no classified, controlled unclassified, or export- 
controlled information. Once the inlbnnation is cleared by a DoD component or the Office of 
Security Review (OSR), release to the public is the responsibility of the originating office or 
individual. 

Why are these reviews necessary? 

The purpose of the security and policy review is to ensure information damaging to die natitxial 
security b not inadvertently disclosed. Department of Defense employees and military service 
members have a lifelong responsibility to submit for pre-publication review' any information 
intended for public disclosure that is or may be based on protected infinmation gmned while 
associated with the Dq)aitnient. 

Note: PMic disclosure means disclosure to one or more persons who do not hove the 
appropriate access authorization, security clearance, and need-to-know to receive protected 
ir^ormation. 

Who must submit materials intended for publication for DoD compoueut or OSR nview? 

All current, former, and retired DoD employees and military sovice members (whether active or 
reserve} who have had access to DoD information or facilities, must submit DoD infarmation 
intended for public release to the q^nopriate office for review and clearance. ‘^DoD 
infonnation’’ includes any work that relates to military matters, national security issues, or 
subjects of rignificant concern to the Department of Defense in general, such as spy novels or 
biographical accounts of opeialional deployments and wartime experiences. Rublications about 
gardening, cooking, sports, crafts, and the like do not need to undergo pre-publicaticai review if 
toere is no association wdth the author's current cr former afBUatkm with tite Department of 
Defense. 

Reminder: Pre-ptdtlication reviews tmd protection of classified rrformatitm are a Itfetime 
responsibility. Your responsibility does not emi when you end your association with the 
Department of Defense. Unauthorized disclosure of classfied information (whether in a 
printed article, manuscript or hook, on a blog, on a public website or provided to the media), 
even when it appears in the public domain, does not automatically restdt in declass^cation 
of the information. The irformation remains classified and must be protected until the US. 
government official with m-iginal classification authority (OCA) declassifies the information. 





Wfaat bas to ^ throu^ the security and policy pre-publication review process? 

Any DoD-related material that is iotended for publication or dissemination must undergo 
security and policy pre-publicarion review. This includes, but is not limited to: 

• Books 

• Manuscripts and theses 
> Biogntidties 

• Articles 

• Book reviews 

• AndioArideo materials 

• Speeches 

• Press releases 

• Conference briefings 

• Research papers 

• Other media 

How long will it take? 

Specific timelines are addressed in DoDI 5230.29, para 3, “Time limits.” Note that tn8nus;ripts 
riiould be submitted pre-publication review early otou^ to allow at least 30 working days 
for the review. (Actual review time will vary based on the length, type, and subject of the 
publicatioii, as well as the number of coordinating organizations involved in die review.) 

Where do I aeud my request and what should it inclode? 

1. DoDI 5230.29, paca 2, “Submission Procedures” details what is required. DD Forni 1910 
and DD Form 1790 are used by atnive duty personnel and government officials. A tetter should 
be submitted by someone in the priv^e sector and will need to include the following: 

• Name (*see Privacy Act statwneni below). 

• Contact information (address, phone number, and/or e-mait address). 

• Infonnalion title or subject 

• Three unbound paper copies, or if submitted electronically, one soft copy, of each 
document in its final form submitted for review. 

• Intended audience or publication venue (e.g., SIONAT Magazine July 2011 issue; May 
12,2011 - U.S. Naval Academy: “The Military Today” briefing to midshipmen; or bode 
prior to submisrion for publishing). Please include as niudi detail as possible. 

• Speci^c deadline, if applicable (e.g., date of a conference for a speaking engagement, due 
date for submission of a research paper). 

• Written consent fiom all-DoD affiliated pnsonnel named in your materia), if applicable. 

^PRIVACY ACT NOTICE: Collection of this infontiation is authorized in 50 U.S.C. § 402, 

50 U.S.C. I 831-835, and Executive Order 13526, The infonnatitm you provide will be used to 
verify your identity and review infonnation in your suimiission dat may require protection from 
public disclosure. Your disclosure of the requested mfotmation is voluntary. However, failure 
to furnish the requeued information may delay the fee-publication review of your submission.

How does the review process work? 


The DoD component’s security review office (for security and policy review and pre-publicatimi 
review office) will: 

• Confirm the request qualifies as a pre-put^ication review. 

• Confirm that aU required information is included in the package (name, publication 
venue, etc,). 

• Review the information to ensure it is unclassified and appropriate for public disclosure. 

• Forward to OSR all requests conUining infoimation defined under DoDI 5230.29, 
enclosure (3), paragraph 1. 

• Coordinate with other DoD components or offices as necessary. 


What will happen if I do not submit my material for a review? 

You may be subject to administrative or legal action. 


How do I check on the stetui of my snlmiissiOB?
